President Nixon collapsed to- 
day when the Nixon Founda- 
tion-set up to organize the 
project — dissolved itself. 

The president'of the founda- 
tion, Ambassador Leonard K- 
Firestone, a Nixon appointee, 
said in a statement here that a 
majority of the foundation’s 
25 board members had voted 
to disband the organization. 

“fn view of recent legisla- 
tive' action the future disposi- 
tion of Richard Nixon’s presi- 
dential papers is unclear,” he 
said in the statement. 

He was believed to be refer- 
ring to President Ford’s action 
of Dec. 19, when he signed a 
bill giving the U.S. govern- 
ment custody of the Nixon 
tapes and papers. 

Nixon responded to that ac- 
tion the next day by asking 
the' U.S, .,, District Court in 
Washington to overturn-, the 


dation “had not solicited dona- J
